Fanny  Roe,  Laurel  Parent,  and  Marian  Patinsky  took  part  in  a  radio  play  given 
during  an  assembly  for  the  school.

After  the  summer  vacation  we  came  back  refreshed  and  eager  to  carry  out  our 
tasks  as  upper-classmen.  With  these  responsibilities  in  mind  we  elected  William 
Schlichting,  President;  Danny  Bourke,  Vice-President;  Eleanor  Morris,  Secretary; 
and  Wilfred  Koetsch,  Treasurer.
